' It hasbeen detérmined in the Cabinet, and no fecret is made 
of it About Court, that a very fpirited memorial fhall be deli- 
vered to the French Court refpecting the late encroachments 
and infrations of treaties by the French commander on the ri- 

er Gambia, in Africa. he memorial; with a detailed ac- 
count of the fabjects of complaint, ‘is now drawing up, and is 
to be ready for the Duke of TDorfet to take with him on his 
retarn to-Paris. It is to be the’firft bufinefs that his Grace 
will tranfact at the Court of Verfailles. 

Orders are gone down to Portfmouth for fitting out a fqua- 
dron of frigates, which are to rendezvous at Spithead. Their 
deftination is not known, but it is conjectured that they are to 
proceed to the North Sea to meet the Prince. Royal of Den- 
mark, whom they are to efcort to England. “We hear, that to 
the frigates is te’ be added a fhip of the line, to carry an Admi- 
ral’s flag ot a broad pendant ; and the Formidable is talked of 
for that purpofe. She is the veffel that carried Rodney’s vic- 
torious bag on the glorious 12th of Apri!. 

We have the pleafure to hear, that her Royal Highnefs the 
Princefs Amelia is fo well recovered, as to have received, on 
Friday laft. fome of ihe firft Nobility. There is fuch an hap- 
py union of great and good qualities in this illuftrious charac- 
ter, as renders her moit cordially efteemed. Her heart ex- 
pands with virtues ! : 4 

The fquadron under command of Commodore Mitchell 
touched at the Cape of Good Hope in their voyage home, 
where they {laid near three weeks. The Dutch Governor en- 
tertained them with every mark of refpeé, and gave a public 
entertainment to the Commodore and his officers, fupplied the 
crews of the fhips with frefh provifions, fruit, &c. but the 
Cape wine, fo much efteemed, was fearce and very dear.— 
The garrifon was fall of men, and they feemed to be prepar- 
ing for carrying on fome new fortifications for thé further de- 
fence of that fettlement, fo highly advantageous t6 the States 
General. 

[t was high time that Mr Eden, or fomebody, was appoint- 
ed to go to Paris ; for fince the abfence of the Duke of Dor- 
fet, which has been fome months, not one gentleman in a pu- 
blic charaéter from our Court has been admitted to an audience 
ofthe Fremeh Minifter. The moft interefting concerns to the 
welfare ofall Europe have been tranfacting in the French Ca- 
binet, particularly the treaty of peace between the Dutch and 
the Emperor, the weaty of commerce between the Dutch and 
the French, and feveral other important points ; during. all 
which time that thefe matters were in agitation, and under the 
abfolute directionof the French Minifter, we had only a 
Charge des Affaires at the French Court. This gentleman 
was Mr Crawford, who, although he is a gentleman of great 

good fenfe, yet his rank and fituation not being fuch as enti-: 
tied him to Command refpect, he has not once been able to ob- 
tain an audience of the French Minifter. Such is the savtcur 
of Monf. de Vergennes, and fuch'has been the abandonment 
ef the Britith character at the French Court. 

We are happy to affure the public, that fron the lateft advi- 








ces received from the eaft, every thing there remained in the 
moft perfect {tate oftranquillity. ‘The Eaft India Company’s 
credit, which, owinj to the length ‘of the war, had very mate- 


rially funk, was rifimg rapidly. YTippoo Saib, who had long 
threatened deftructionto the Carnatic, had retired into the bor- 
ders of his own terripry, and, from the difaffection of his 
troops, wé have everp-reafon to fuppofe, fhould a war break

*¢ The negociations are ftill going on for the purpofe of 
ftrengthening the Adminiftration, though nothing final has yet 
been concluded ons ‘The Earl of Carlifle and Lord Lough- 
borough have certainly feceded from the Oppofition ; but fome 
doubts are entertained whether Lord Stormont has or not. No 
little difficuky, too, is faid to arife as to providing for the two 
firft-mentioned noblemen. Lord Carlifle, who never withes 
to be far from his:friend Mr Eden, is defirous of going to Pa- 
ris; but the blue ribbon, it feems, cannot be given to the 
Duke of Dorfet as an inducement for his coming home. The 
talk, therefore, of the day is, that the noble Earl is to go to 
Madrid, in the room of the Earl of Chefterfield. With re- 
fpect to Lord S——t, the office of ont of his Majefty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State is the lure held out; and the Mar- 

uis of Carmarthen is willing to make way for him, upon being 
ont to Ireland ; but the Duke of Rutland, it feems, has not 
yet been confulred on it.. With regard to Lord L h, 
his Lordthip has his eye upon the Chief Jufticethip of the 
King’s Bench, ualefs he can be the Chancellor, and which, 
it is faid, his Lordthip might be, could the prefent one have 
the Chief Jufticefhip ; but here another difficulty arifes, from 
the unwillingnefs.ef the-eprefemt noble poffeffor to quit it. 
This, if the report,of the day among({t our politicians is to be 
credited, is the prefent ftate of things at home.

Alexander Garden of Troup, : Efq; member of Parliament 
for Aberdeenfhire, died at Troup upon Wednefday the 2ift 
current. He was a gentleman of very uncommon attention, 
judgment, humanity, and integrity. ‘Though a very temperate 
man, he was rot the lefs remarkable as an excellent compa- 
nion, and hofpitable agreeable landlord. In this charaéter he 
pleafed every body, without feeming ftudious to pleafe. He 
grew rich merely by dint of habitual method and expert ma- 
nagement, without meannefs or fordid care. To his tenants 
he was wifely liberal, and they are eminently thriving. —By 
his counfels and example he introduced among them a molt 
folid ptafice of hufbandry, which he enabled them to improve 
by judicious aids and encouragements. The fact is perhaps 
fingular, that during his own life, an eftate of more than 700 1. 








- fterling per annum, has been raifed, or rather created, and put 


in permanent cultivation, out of land which, at the time of his 
fuccefhon, was.in a {tate of mere heath‘and barren moor. His 
found judgment and integrity raifed him to fuch eltimation, 
that he became” a common arbitrator of differences and law 
pleas in the country, fometimes in queftions of great value. 
By long habit he was captivated with the pees of a focial, 
active, and profperous life in retirement, fo that he was averfe 
to go into Parliament ; but he was prevailed upon by concur-

‘He 
early forefaw, and frequently foretold, its miferable confequen- 
ces—-the lofs of great territory, and the load of intolerable 
debt. He {poke of Lord North as an amiable private man, and 
a Minifter who had good intentions to ferve his country, byt 
wanted refolution to perfift in the beft meafures.—From mo. 
tives of opinion and predilection he heartily joined in fupport. 
ing the prefent Minifter’s adminiftration. “He died in the 
72d year of his age. 

Andrew Douglas, Efq; Paymafter of the Navy, died a 
London, upon the 18th Dec. init.

Let us now fet our fhoulder 
to the waggon. The firlt object evidently is, to make good the 
jntended level at the fouth end of the North Bridge.

Of Delegates from Prattitioners befire Inferior Courts in 
Scotland, concerning the late Tax on Certificates and Man- 
dates. 

AT Edinburgh, the twenty-third day of December, Seventeen hun- 

dred and eighty-five years, 
T a numerous Meeting of Delegates from praétitioners before inferior 
Courts in Scotland, to confider the late a¢t of Parliament impofing a 
duty of 31. Sterling on each certificate of their admiffion to prattice, if re- 
fiding in the country, and s.1-on thofe refiding within the city of Edin- 
burgh, to be taken out by them annually, and a duty of 2 s. 6 d. upon 
mandates for bringing and defending actions, before thefe Courts, where 
the debt extends to 40 s. and upwards, the Meeting elected Mr Alex - 
ander Chriftie writer in Dunfe to be Prefes, and came uuanimouily to the 
following Refolutions :— Y 

I. That the above taxes.are partial, unequal, and oppreffive, inafmuch 
as they are limited to a defcription of perfons of the profeifion of the Law, 
the emoluments of whofe bufinefs are unable to fupport fo heavy and 
grievous a burden, which will operate as a perjonal tax of the moft rigorous 
kind ever impofed upon any clafs of individuals in this country, while o- 
ther profeffions equally and more lucrative are not affeéted by any fimilar 
taxation, and while thofe meant to be affected by this tax bear their 
fhare of taxes in common with his Majefty’s other fubjects. 

H. ‘That the tax of Two Shillings aud Sixpence upon mandates for 
the purfuit and defence of aétions before thefe Courts to the value of For- 
ty Shillings and upwards, is highly inexpedient and burdenfome; becaufz 
the bulk of thefe caufes before inferior courts being of finall importance, 
their value, and far lefs the practitioners fees in thefy, cannot afford to pay 
the tax. Belfides, fuch a tax muft, eventually be, hurtful to the poorer 
clafs of the community, whoare chicly parties in fach fall caufes, as it 
amounts in many cafes to a’prohibition of “the recévery; by fuity of thefe 
{mall claims, and of any jut defences that may dic againf thein.
